Last week, Strauss denied that 
anyone had been authorized to In- 
vite Shai^ac to the campaign.

Relations between Syria and 
Jordan appeared to have been 
jolted over the weekend, after 
Syria's state television featured 
a Moslem Brotherhood leader 
claiming that his organization 
has been launching terror 
operations against President 
Hafez Assad's regime from 
Amman. 

The man was shown 
“confessing" that his underground 
organisation, the Moslem 
Brotherhood movement, which has 
been waging a devastating terror 
war against Assad's Ba'athlst 
government, was actively 
operating from Jordan. 

Syria has so far claimed that 
Israel, Bgypt and the U.S, the par- 
ties to the Camp David peace 
agreement, which Damascus op- 
poses, have been behind the 
brotherhood aetlvitleB. 

Ahmed Salem, a mathematics 
lecturer at a secondary school in 
the northern Syrian city of Aleppo, 
said on Syrian television on Friday 
night that “the Jordan-based 
brotherhood leadership has directly 
supervised political ^^nfttlftnrr 
and other subversive activities In 
Syria." 

Salem was arrested recently in 
his home town where the Moslem 
Brotherhood launched its antl- 
govemment campaign ' last year, 
when 50 army cadets were killed in 
a daring raid on a military 
academy there. 

Salem's televised "eeefeaslens" 
were seen by observers to nn- 
derscore the growing strain 


between Syria and Jordan — both et 

which pledged to merge some four 
yearsago. 

Last week Syria threatened to 
close its borders with Jordan — and 
presumably with rival fraq rr te 
protest the failure of t h o s e two 
countries to curb Moslem 
Brotherhood assaults against 
Damascus from tiielr terrltoleB.

CAIRO <AP). — A close confidant 
to President Anwar Sadat aald

Bakhtiar was appointed prime 
minister by the shah before tbe 
latter was deposed. Iranian of- 
ficials and clergymen have 
demanded that be be punished for 
Ms role in one of tbe idisb's last 
attempts to control tbe Islamic 
revolution. 

There were no offlclaJ disclosur es 
on the identity or nationality of the 
members of the assassination 
team, despite widespread r e ports 
that they were mostly PalesUnlaiis.

At Friday's planning commission 
meeting, members were offered 
two alternatives for Jaffa Rood: 
one calling for four lanes, the other 
for two. The four-lane proposal, 
strongly pushed by the represen* 
tative of the Transportation 
Ministry, received four votes. The 
two-lone proposal received seven. 
Last Tuesday, the commission bod 
split 5*5 when presented with only 
the four-lane proposal. 

Commission chairman Rofl Levi 
sold last nig^t that the principal 
reason he and the others had voted 
for two lanes was to keep the rood 
as for away from the Old City wall 
as possible and preserve tbe open 
view. 

The decision also means that toe 
pedestrian promenade from Zahal 
Square to Jaffa Gate eon remain in .

Pro-Israel groups ask 
women to stress peace

COPENHAGEN JAP). - Sup- 
porters o( Israel appealed yester- 
day to the UN Conference for the 
Decade of Women to concentrate on 
workfnff for peace and understan- 
ding and not contribute to war. 

The appeal from several 
organizations. Including the 
Danlsh-lsraeli Society, the Danish 
Zionist Federation and the Jewish 
Touth Organization, was directed 
to the 1,500 delegates from 240 coun- 
tries through the Danish president 
of the conference. Lise 
Oestergaard. 

The groups said they made their 
appeal because the conference had 
been exploited as a forum for a 
terrorist organization with the 
declared aim of the destruction of 
Israel. 

They were referring to Incidents 
provoked during the first week of 
the 18-day conference by observers 
from the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. Among several in- 
cidents caused by the PLO were 
walk-outs when Jehan Sadat, wife 
of the Egyptian president, began to 
speak apd when the Israeli delega- 
tion leader. Ambassador Hava 
Harell. went to the podium. 

The U.S. delegation. heiMled by 
UN Ambassador DonaJd McHenry 
and Sarah Weddington, assistant to 
the president, have been outspoken- 
ly critical of the behaviour of the 
trouble-makers and a group of 
Danish writers said the conference 
should be cancelled because it had 
been "hijacked by extremists." 
The U.S. delegation has been work- 
ing behind the scenes to steer the 
conference in the direction of its 
objective — to produce a plan for 
improvement of the status of 
women world-wide. 

The PLO group was led by Leila 
Khaled. who participated .in two 
skyjackings a decade ago. Now 33, 
she Is a teacher in Lebanon. 

Her right to be in Copenhagen 
was questioned by two Danish op- 
position members of parliament 
yesterday. 

In a written queettoo to the 
Justice minister, Helge Boltrmaao 
and Kristen Ponlsgaard of ttae 


Progress Party asked if H was "in 
Hooordano'e with Danish legal prac- 
tice to give.entr>' permits to wanted 
terrorists." They asked the 
minister I! he did not think it made 
fooh of the police, the rest of the 
population and Danish air 
passengers who were searched 
when they travelled when foreign 
terrorists were welcomed to the 
country by a member of the govern- 
ment. 

The conference president, 
Ostergaard, is Denmark's minister 
of culture. 

Justice Minister Henning 
Rasmussen replied that Khaled 
was not listed as internationally 
wanted nor had the government 
received any request for her ex- 
tradition. 

Earlier it was reported from Tel 
Aviv that the Israeli government 
was considering whether it was 
possible to extradite her from Den- 
mark. 

Rasmussen said the decision on 
the entry permit was taken In light 
of Denmark's special position as 
the conference's host country. 

One of the Israeli delegates. MR 
Shulamlt Alonl, said that she "la 
ready to meet with Leila Khaled 
and talk with her about peace, 
fvoDiaii to woRiaii-’* Khaled did not 
respond to the Invitation, 

Other reports said Khaled replied 
that she would speak to the Israeli 
"onl.v through a gun," 

Danish newspapers yesterday 
criticized the police for alleged 
brutality In handling women who 
staged a demonstration on Friday 
against the military coup in 

The women, from a second con- 
ference of noa-govemment groups, 
wanted to contact the official Boli- 
vian delegation and Oestergaard. 
But they were thrown out of the en- 
trance hall by security guards and 
uniformed officers. Some women 
were hurt. 

They were eventually allowed 
into the ofncial conference and 
Oestergaard said yesterday that 
the incident was caused hy a mis- 
imderstanding.

U.S. draft registration to start. 


WASHINGTON (AP). — U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice William 
Brennan yesterday stayed the 
effect of a ruling by a three.judge 
panel In Philadelphia that the 
government's draft registration 
programme is unconstitutional, a 
Supreme Court spokesman said. 

The decision means the 
government's plan to register four 
million American young men for 
the draft can proceed on schedule, 
beginning tomorrow. Registration 
will be mandatory, said court 
spokesman Barrett MeGurn. 

The government began frantic 


legal manoeuvres on Friday, when 
a special three-judge federal panel 
in Philadelphia, considering a 9- 
year-old draft case, declared the 
Selective Service Act un- 
constitutional because it falls to in- 
clude women. 

In its plea to Brennan for a stay, 
the Justice Department argued that 
registration should proceed pen- 
ding a review of the Philadelphia 
court's ruling by the full Supreme 
Court, (wbably next fall. 

The high court has never ruled on 
tiie issue of discrimination baaed on 
sex in registering for the draft.

Sachs won the prise for his' work 
in. the field of medicine. He shares

Milstebi of Cambridge. England, 
and Dr. James Gowans of the 
Medical Research Council of Lon- 
don. 

Awards are given In five 
categories — agriculture, 
mathematics, chemistry, physics 
and medicine. 

The awards have . been dis- 
tributed every year since 1978 for 
outstanding contributions on behalf 
of mankind. The total prize money 
given Is fiSOO.000 — 8100.000 In eaeh 
group. 

Sachs was bom in 1934 in Ger- 
many and is a leading pioneer in 
cancer research and eeU biology. 
He was cited by the committee for 
his work In differentiating normal 
and malignant vdiite cells, and the 
change of normal cells Into cancer 
eella by various means. 

Prof. Karl Maramoroaeh of 
Rutgers University In New Jersey 
was awarded the agriculture prize, 
Professor Emerltiu Henri Cortan 
and Prof. Andrei Kolmogorov of

military rulers battled against 
sporadic resistance yesterday after 
naming a government of "national 
reconstruction" to decree far- 
rcaching economic and social 
reforms. 


"Electoral adventsres have 
ended." Army Commander Luis 
Garcia Meza declared on Friday 
night after installing a cabinet of 15 
military officers and two civilians. 
"It is time to turn Bolivia Into a 
modem and industrial society." 

He declared trade union activity 
suspended uatii the gove rn ment 
adopts new labour legislatioiD and 
other measures that will require 
"greater sacrifices from those who 
possess more.'* 

In a 45-minute radio speech <3en. 
Garcia Meza promised "long- 
term" reforms to end official cor- 
ruption. unemployment, currency 
speculation, slow justice and 11- 
literacy in tins poorest of South 


American nations. 

Garcia Meza was named presl 
dent by his peers on the thrce«man 
junta of military commanders who 
assumed power on Thursday. TTiey 
arrested interim president Lidia 
Gucilcr and annulled the election 
she had called to choose 


successor. 

• The military on Friday declared 
a national holiday to neutralise the 
lihpRct of a general strike called by 
leftist labour leaders to protest the 
coup, Bolivia’s 189th in 189 years of 
independence. 

The military closed the country’s 
telecommunications facilities, 
border crossings and airports while 
it battled armed civilian groups In 
La Pas and moved to dismantle 
roadblocks set up by thousands of 
tin miners southwest of the capital.

Anderson says Europe Vorried’ about alliance 


WASHmGTQN (AP). ^ Indepen- 
dent U.S. Presidential candidate 
John Anderson said Friday that 
Ehiropean leaders are concerned 
about the future of their alliance 
with the U.S. under a Carter or 
Reagan presidency. 

Anderson spoke at an airport 
news conference following his 
return from a 12-day overseas trip, 
timed to coincide witb the 
R^ublican National Convention.

During a brief photo session In 
the oval office with Queen’s parents 
and his brother Alexander, Carter 
listened to the freed hostage talk 
about the warm reception he has 
received since his release from cap- 
tivity in Iran. 

"I roally can’t express with 
words what it's Ske to be back tp 
America again... 1 just wish there 
were 52 more with me," the 
Foreign Service officer told a 
crowd Friday upon his arrival at 
nearby Andrews Air Force Base.

Kampuchea proposes DMZ with Thailand 


BANGKOK (API. — Kampuchea 
has proposed a demiUtariz^ zone 
along the embattled Thai/Kam- 
puchean border and some inter- 
national control to insure peace and 
stability in the embattled area. 

The Vietnam News Agency, 
monitored in Bangkok yesterday, 
said the proposal was made at the 
conclusion on Friday of a two^day 
meeting of Vietnamese, LaoUan 
and Kampuchean ministers in 
Laos. 

The four-point proposal said that 
the two countries would "refrain 
from using border areas as 
springboards to violate each other’s 
sovereignty" and co-eoperate with 
each other and with International 
organizations to find a solution to 
the problem of refugees in the fron- 
tier area. 

The proposal called for a joint 
commission to implement the 
agreement and some form of inter- 
national control. 

It called for discussions between 
the two countries on the repatria- 
tion of Kampuchean refugees, and 
said that refugee camps In 


Timiand should be "established far 
troxn the border to avoid border 
clashes." 

A Foreign Ministry spokesman in 
Bangkok said the Thai government 
was questioning why Vietnam 
should be so heavily involved in 
questions ^f relations between 
Thailand and Its neighbours — 
Kampuchea and Laos. 

A spokesman for the Supreme 
Military Command, Lleut.-Gen. 
Som Ratthphand, stressed that any 
negotiations should be done through 
the UN since Thailand does not 
recognize the Phnom Penh govern- 
ment. 

On Friday, Vietnam accused 
China of sta^g more than 500 atf 
taclfs and ambushes on Vietnamese 
territory and IdlUng or wouzuUng 
more than 100 Vietnamese clviilans 
over the past six months. 

A communique on "China's war

In which 60,000 people 
died, the Oiristlans control much of 
north Lebanon, while the 
Palestinians and the Moslem Left, 
backed - by tiie Syrians, dominate 
West Beirut and the south. 

Ironically, the tough Phalangist 
line had its roots In Camille 
Chamoun's own policies. He hod 
earlier advocated a Lebanese 
federation that would ' have given 
the Christians, always amdous to 
preserve their identity In this 
Moslem-dominated region, almost 
full autonomy In their sectors. 

In fact, the Maronite determina- 
tion to control their own affairs 
stems h*om a deep-rooted historical 
fear of domination and repression. 

Proud and Independent, the 
Maronite community fled to the 
jhoimtalnous regions of Lebanon 
east of Beirut more than 13 cen- 
turies ago to escape persecution. 

From the early days of Moslem 
hegemony, the Maronltes saw their 
stronghold of Mount Lebanon as an 
island of religious minorities In a 


sea of Islam. But they kept 
themselves apart even from 
neighbouring Christian com- 
munities. • ' 


One of the most traumatic dates 
in Maronite history is 1860, a year 
frequently mentioned in dis- 
cuaaions of their present apparently 
isolationist approach towards other 
groups In this country of ^ferlng 
religions. Then, followers of the 
seeretive Druse sect massacred an 
estimated 12,000 Maronltes on 
Mount Lebanon. 

The slau^iter ended only after 
French Emperor Napoleon Zn dis- 
patched an emergency force of 
7,000 men to Lebanon in response to 
Maronite appeals for help. ' 


The Maronltes came closest to 
having their own state when an 
autonomous region was set up for 
them, under French patronage. 
Now many Lebanese Jifoslems 
believe the Phalanglsts would like 
to attempt a form of autonomy 
again and foresee the collapse of 
the Lebanese republic, which gain- 
ed independence from France in 
1943. 


The Phalangists 'already exercise 
many of the functions of govern- 
ment and control a number of unof- 
ficial ports along the coast. 

According to Lebanese leftists, 
Maronite' militancy is conditioned 
by a sense of persecution. But ac- 
cording to the Maronltes it is a 
matter of self-preservation. In the 
summer of 2978 many of their 
homes in East Beirut were wrecked 
in a savage bombardment by 
Syrian forces. 

Their determination to resist 
Palestinian and Syrian presence In 
their country is a key factor behind 
the drive for a unified militia. 

While denying that they want a 
separate state, the Phalanglsts 
have done little to help re-establish 
the authority of the central govern- 
ment following the civil war. 

The July 7 strike against the NLP 
effectively scotched immediate ef- 
forts to form a new cabinet com- 
posed of the leaders of different 
political parties and para-milltary 
organizations because it totally 
set the balance of power on the 

right. 

"In the Christian camp, now 


there is one man, Bashir, and one 
party, the Phaiangists." com- 
mented a senior European 
diplomat. "But who will sit down 
with Bashir?" he asked. 

Lebanon's Maronltes only have to 
look a little to the south to see a two- 
ycar-old Israeli-backed Lebanese 
experiment In autonomy. 

Dubbed "Free Lebanon," tbe 
Christian enclave of rebel army 
Major Sa'ad Haddad is being sup- 
ported by Israel in arms, money 
and supplies.

"This pressure against the 
government has been going on for a 
long time, and not ozily from Sun- 
nis.

The Brotherhood’s record has 
also been bloody, and Inspires a- 
fear of. its own.

Attar's Justification for 
such violence is that fire must be 
met with fire. 

Most of the Brotherhood’s 
fij^ters are young and have ac- 
quired their training from com- 
pulsory military serWee in Syria.

By bartering its 'oil in toe West, 
Iraq has acquired critical nuclear 
technology, mostly from France, 
which es^erta soy will enable it*to 
become a nuclear power by 1984. 

It was while negotiating another 
deal with the French, this tlme in 
connection' with the export of a 
Frmch 70-megawatt Osirla reactor 
to Iraq early next year; that 
Mashad went to 'Paris. He was 
assassinated as he was preparing to 
return to BaidMad. 

Hotel autoorities forced open the. 
door of his room, after he failed to - 
appear In the morning, and found 
Mm beaten to death. None of- hia 
belongings or cash bad been taken, 
lending credence to toe theory that 
M w«i hiui 'was-muxderedfor political 
reasons. 

He is not the only Egyptian scien- 
tist 'to ha’ve'died znystonously. ^e . 
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first was a nuclear chemist. Dr. 
Samira Moussa, who was killed in a 
ear accident in toe United States in 
1952. An Eg^tlan colleague sitting 
next' to her In the car apparently 
Jumped out and was never seen 
a^n. 

In Czechoslovakia . in 1975 Dr. 
Nabll Kaleeny, a nuclear engineer 
on a visiting fellowship, answered a 
telephone call at his home and left 
never to return. He la presumed 
dead and the Czech autborlties aay 
they are unable to explain bis dla- 
. appearance. 

TTie suspicion is growing among 
Egyptian aclentlats that the deaths 
of these three colleagues la in some 
way connected with strategic pr<h 
Jeets upon which they were work- 
ing. If so, they argue, many more 
are vulnerable. 

At least 200 Egyptian nuclear 
scientists work in other Arab coun- 
tries, mostly in oil-rich braq or 
Libya, whose ruler. Colonel. Gad- 
dafi. has never made any secret of 
his desire to acquire nuclear 
weapons by hook or by crook. 

The Libyan government recently 
advertised privately for 2,000 


nuclear scientists and engineers, 
promising fabulous salaries for 
whoever agreed to work at the 
nuclear research establishment in 
Tajora. near mpoU. 

Other Egyptian nuclear scientists 
are employed in Brazil, also rapidly 
•approaching toe nuclear take-off 
stage, the United States, Canada 
and Western Europe. 

In a privately circulated 
memorandum in Cairo last week, 
some senior members of the 
Atomic Energy Establishment here 
argued for more stringent 
procedures when scientists apply to 
work abroad. 

The memo stopped short of 
demanding a ban on such wozk, but 
suggested that departing scientists 
shoidd be warned of the dangers of 
working on strategic nuclear pro- 
jects. 

The representations have 
brought a promise from Dr. 
Ibrahim Hamouda, - head of the 
Egyptian Atomic .Energy 
Establishment, that any nuclear 
scientist who wishes to return to 
Bffypt will always find a Job 
waiting. (LOS)

BAGHDAD — A year cAer coming 
to power. President Saddam Hus- 
sein has tightened Ms grip on this 
oil-rich socialist state by dealing 
sternly with his enemies while pro- 
jecting the image of a world leader 
who talks with the common man. 

Several hundred foreign Jour- 
nalists and politicians were last 
week invited to the capital for the 
celebration of the 12tb anniversary 
of the coup that brought toe Arab 
Socialist Baath Party to power and 
tbe 22nd anniversary of the fall of 
the monarchy. 

Significantly, Hussein's July 36, 
1979 ascension to the presidency 
over ailing 68-year-old Ahmed 
Hassan Al-Bakr also Is being 
celebrated. Under Bakr, the 42- 
year-old Hussein was clearly the 
No. 2 man. His portrait hung beside 
Bakr’s at all public events. Now 
there Is no clear-cut No. 2. 
Hussein's government last August 
announced a coup attempt and ex- 
ecuted 21 top. officials, including 
five members of the ruling 
Revolutionary Command Council. 

Today, almost every shop and 
building in this ancient city on tbe 
I banks ^ the Tigris river hu a por- 
! trait or poster of the ruggedly hand- 
some Hussein In its front window. 
At a»..popular conference he,ld last 
Mkrch, diplomats notetf that the 
photographs on both sides of toe 
podium were of Hussein. Bakr's 
familiar face had vanished. 

In early portraits, Hussein 
favoured navy-blue double- 
breasted suits, but since last 
March, government buUdings and 
embassies abroad have added five- 
foot-hlgb portraits of him wearing a 
kefifu/eh headdress In the style of 
his home village, Takrit) North of 
Baghdad. 

"He 1s very popular and I think 
there is some e'vidence for saying a 
personality cult is growing here," 
said one Western diplomat, who 
declined to be identified. 

Resurrecting the tradition of toe 
Abbasid caliphs, who ruled an 
Islamic empire from Baghdad from 
toe 8th to the I3th centu^, Hussein 
frequently tours low-income 
residential quarters unannounced, 
knocking at the doors of poor 
families for evening chats. The 
practice la said to have bolstered 
his charisma. 

During last May's parliamentary 
elections — tbe first In 22 years — 
the state television showed Hussein 
meeting with voters all over the

country, from the once-unnily Kui> 
dish regions to the north to the 
Moslem Shia holy places In the 
south. 

Wearing Safari suit, checkered 
kefiifffeh and a shiny black pistol 
and ammunition belt around his 
trim figure, the president kissed 
babies, sipped coffee in desert tents 
and listened and talked with voters, 
men and women, young and old. 

"The Long Days," a book publish- 
ed here last year, dramatizes the 
early days of the Baath party, 
beginning with the 1959 assassina- 
tion attempt against then Prime 
Minister Abdul-Karim Kassem, 
which Hussein participated in. 


A movie based on the book open- 
ed in three Baghdad cinemas last 
Monday, and a photo exhibit about 
the beginnings of the Iraqi Baath 
and another called “the leader and 
the masses" also have opened. 

Diplomatic sources say that Hus- 
sein Is projecting the image of a 
"brave new Arab leader" to the 
Arab and Third World with his 
foreign aid programmes, domestic 
development plans and hosting of 
International meetings such as the 
1978 Arab summit, this year's 
‘ Organization of Petroleum Expor- 
ting Countries' meeting and the 
1982 Non-Aligned summit. 

They say he has given Iraq 
"respectability" that It never had 
under Bakr, both regionally and In- 
ternationally. This Is enhanced by 
Iraq's growing importance as an oil 
exporter, at 3.2 million barrels a day 
second only to Saudi Arabia In the 
Mideast. Iraq earns an estimated 30 
billion dollars annually from oil. 

Under Bakr, Hussein's cNtfiee had 
a telephone number on which the 
public could call in complaints. The 
practice has continued with Hu»' 
seln as President, they say. and he 
frequently accepts petitions from 
citizens when be la in the field 
heading "popular meetings." 

Hussein also is active In the 
bureaucracy. Last Saturday, the 
local press reported a speech in 
which Hussein lectured a group of 
officials on the necessity for strict 
enforcement of traffic laws. 
Diplomats say he has spoken to 
scientists about taking better care 
of their laboratory equipment. 

"He's in comm^d and there Is no 
question about tbat," said a 
diplomat. "The first reason is toe 
force of his personality and the se- 
cond is his ^eer brutality. He will 
not stand opposition from the Shias, 
the Kurds, or the Iranians or 
anyone," 

Tbe Apiomat noted that an es- 
timated 30,000 Iraqis of Iranian 
origin were summarily deported to 
Iran a few months ago after Iraq's 
dispute with toe ZraMan regime of 
Ayatollah Ruhollah Khomeini 
heated up and a man “of Iranian 
origin" was accused of a grenade 
attack on a key Iraqi official. 

Iraq has accused Iran of meddl- 
ing in Iraq's domestic affairs, 
presumably by using Khomeini's 
religious influence over Shia 
Moslems who make up roug^ily one 
half of Iraq’s 12 million population. 
Hussein belongs to the Moslem Sun- 
ni half of the population. (AP).

THE ATTEMPT to monopolize the UN Conference for Women 
in Oopenha^ren by a PLiO delegation led by veteran hijacker 
Leila EShaled should have come as no s.urprlse.

YOU MAY not hare noticed ii. but 
the Tenth Knesset election cam- 
paign is already under way. There 
Is talk in the innermost Likud 
circles of having elections in May 
1981. That would mean another 200 
d.7ys from' now. and a rather sticky 
period it may well turn out to be. 
The political logic behind the M:iy 
1981 date is: the goveminent is well 
aware of its shaky position and If it 
siMiild fail, as is highly probable, 
once the Knesset reconvenes after 
the High Holidays, then the timing 
should be of its own choosing. 

The present coalition would then 
become a caretaker government 
beyond harassment by opposition 
no-confldcnce motions. The 
coalition's weakness would then 
become Its strength. tVhlle still in 
hospital Prime Minister Begin gave 
orders to convene the Likud party 
managers as soon as he got home to 
have them plan election organiza- 
tion and strategy. 


Post Political Correspondent MARK SEGAL describes the 
kaleidoscopic changes inside the coalition parties as the. 
election campaign gathers steam.. 


WHILE HE himself remains 
cndlcssl.v optimistic, the public 
mood today is a far cry from the 
relief that greeted 'Bogin's acces- 
sion to power in June 1977. The ma- 
jor theme then wae “at last 
someone is in charge.” 

The most immediate evidence of 
fiegtn’s lack of control today has 
been his inability to shift Yitzhak 
Shamir from the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs to- the Ministry of 
Defence and Yitshak Moda'i from 
the Energj' and Communicatlo.ns 
Ministry into Shamir's seat. Kis 
previous majority of close on 80 has 
shrunk to a shaky 63 with a threat of 
further erosion giving the mini- 
Lictfons a maxi-bargaining power. 

Begin's second finance minister 
Yignci Hurvitz, with only a three- 
man faction of his own. has proven 
himself a difficult customer. His 
resignation threats have become 
staple cabinet diet and bis penchant 
for striking out of meetings .on en- 
countering opposition has all the 
flavour of high Yiddish melodrama. 

The prime minister finds himself 
in a bind u-ith Hurvltz's' Rafi fac- 
tion: if their man does 'not get his 
way on further budget cuts, they 
might pul! the government down 


beturc Begin is ready and then run 
in iandem with Moshe Dayan. 

Rcfi^n ,-ind other Likud campaign 
strategists might caU Hurvltz's 
bluff. t.iking into account the 
damage hia policies are causing 
among the Likud's long-standing 
mass constituency. 

Even inside the National 
Religions' Party there are in- 
creasing murmurs about early 
elections. Much hinges on the posi- 
tion of Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, who Is under pressure from 
Rafael Bcn-Natan. the strong man' 
of Burg's Lamlfne faction, to au;^ 
port the call of fellow NRP MKs, 

- .Avraham Melamed, David Glass 
and Yehuda Bcn-Meir. to topple the 
government. Burg has been argu- 
ing that the NRP should be In no 
hurry to bring Labour back' to 
power and that the longer It takes to 
hold elections., the weaker Labour ' 
will be because of Yitzhak Rabin's 
assaults on Shimon Perea* 
leadership. A weakened Labour 
party would strengthen the NRP.'s 
bitrgaining hand in the next coali- 
tion. so goes the argument from the 
wily old NRP leader. 

It is still unclear whether the 
delicate factional balance within 
the NRP wiU cohapse or la which 
direction it wilt tilt following the 
break-up of the alliance between 
Religious Affain Minister Aharon 
.\buhat2eira and Glass now that 
.Abuhatzeira has fired Glass' close 
aii,v r,s Ministry dl rector-genera) in 
favour of a relative. 

Begin can stiit rely on Education 
MirJstcr Zevulun Hammer’s sup- 
port, largely becauee Peres has not 
committed himself to promising 
Hammer the education portfolio in 
a Peres cabinet. In the final crunch, 
the NRP, decision vglll hinge on 
Burg who might find it advan- 
tageous to bring down the govern- 
ment and call new eieettohs in 
order to ensure his continued 
leadership of the party. 


WHAT IS already clear is that the 
government will not fall before July 
31. when the Knesset adjourns for 
the summer recess. Assuming that 
It is improbable that the Knesset 
would be reconvened in special ses- 
sion to consider a no-confidence 
motion, the count-down for adop- 
tion of legislation dissolving the 
House wMl begin when it 
reconvenes for the winter session 
on October 19. 

No matter which of the smaller 
factions takes steps to Initiate the 
coalition's fail, the shadow of Ezer 
Weiztnan will begin lengthening 
o\'cr the political map, and in par- 
ticular over the Ukud. After hastily 
bolting the cabinet, on the mistaken 
assumption that the government 
would then coliapse, Weizman is 
now showing uncharacteristic 
patience. Weizman has not done 
Begin the favour of leaving Herat, 
and has even confounded by 

voting with the coalition during a 
rare appearance at the Kneaset. 
The consensus is that Begin will do 
any-thing to deny Weizman the 
premiership via the Ukud ladder, 
no matter what Ezer's Liberal 
allies and the opinion polls say. 
Usually well-informed Herut 
sources have told me that Begin Is 
already grooming Shamir for the 
No. 3 slot, if only to block Weizman. 
There is also talk of making Shamir 
premier of a caretaker administra- 
tion if Begin's health rules out his 
retention of the post. 

Shamir has the advantage over 
Weizman in any confrontation in 
the Herut Knesset faction, although 
the party politicos must be aware of 
the much greater appeal of the 
flamboyant Weizman over the 
more subdued Shamir. Xt Begin or 
Shamir leads the Ukud. it Is on the- 
eards that Weizman might simply 
opt out of polities for some years. 
But if his temperament Is any 
guide, it is more likely that he 
would form an independent list, a 


kind of right-wing Democratic 
Movement for Change. That would 
probably be a last resort, for though 
Weizman might net eight to ten 
seats and thus be a oatural partner 
In aoy Labour cabinet, he conld not 
seek the premiership or the defence 
ministry. 

An alternative scenario sketched 
by some imaginative Liberals 
speaks of Weizman heading a Ukud 
list shorn of the rightist fringe bn*- 
ming a grand coalition with 
Labour. After all, if a Henit right- 
winger such as the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
chairman Moshe Arena can talk of 
a national emergency govenunent 
together with Labour (he did not 
specif whether It would be headed 
^ Begin), why ahoiild not the 
Liberals dream? •

IF BEGIN’S health holds, then we 
can expect a shake-up of the Likud. 
Well-placed Herut and Uberal 
politicians have told me that prior 
to his illness, the prime minister 
was sounding them out on im- 
plementing his scheme to merge 
the Likud factions. They said that 
Begin was thinking in terms of 
offering the electorate “the New 
Likud” with a number of new faces 
prominently arrayed near the top of 
the list. The appeal to the public 
would then go something Dice this: 
"We have reformed our party, we 
vrant to make up for the few mi»- 
takes we made which fin any ease 
were largely the heritage of 30 
yean of Labour mlarule.” 


One particularly Inventive Herut 
campaign manager is already'! 
predicting that -tfae Ukud 
only Icwe 26 per cent of Its pres^ 
strength.

Begin is said to look kindiy on 
Moda'i as a partner for the smooth 
liquidation of the Liberal Party and 
its integration into what is regarded 
by other Liberals as an augmented 
Herut.

WHO ARB those “undecideda” who 
turn up in such impressive percen- 
tages in the cpinicn polls? In Che fif- 
ties and early stolles, there were 
fewer polls and fewer 
Vundecideda.” People knew, more 
or less, to which they belonged. 
This went out supposedly as part of 
the process of political moderniza- 
tion, the end of ideology, in which 
the fighting faiths of yesterday 
were supposed to be merging Into 
tomarroWs non-issue consensus. 

Today’s Israeli political scene, 
however, does not fit the model of 
the Ideological melting pot. There 
doesn't aeem to be any cooking go- 
ing on, without regard to the uten- 
slls. The kitchen has simply run out 
of fuel. 

In the past, ideology in politics 
has been accused of being a divisive 
element, preserving arid sectarian 
separation. Interfering with the 
pragmatic business of nation- 
building. Today, one wonders If it 
isn't the ideolo^cal divisions that 
have held us together, rsthsr than 
apart. 

la the early years of puritar. New , 
England, membership of ths com- 
znuaity required that the indiridual 
rise in the congregation and declare 
publicly that he had been called by 
God. In a later generation, cove- 
nant theology yielded with regard 
to the declaration. According to the 
Revisionist doctrine of the "half- 
way covenant.” it was enough Just 
to be there.

The changing political style in Israel could bring* to the 
fore a new type of uncommitted political leader, writes 
ALLAN E. SHAPIRO.

HAS ISRAEL reached a half-way 
c6\'enant? If so. then the sense of 
belonging through an Interna) per- 
sonal election recedes, leaving ooiy 
physical presence. This is the con- 
sensus of the uncommitted, a static , 
Internal emigration. 

That today’s "undecldeds"do not 
know where they are going when 
election come would not be so alar- 
ming If one could believe that they 
know where they are right ziow. The 
suspicion, however, is that the 
reputed lack of satisfaction with 
present leadership alternatives 
only disguises a more basic lack of 
beliefs and values. 

Perhaps that is why the at- 
:.'./..sph?re seems ripe for ths 
rppeaf*(.nce of a new sort of 
political leader ir. Israel, bot the 
product of a movement, but Its 
producer, a political catalyst tur- 
ning disparate forces into an instru- 
ment of power. 

Moshe Dayan seems to sense 
something of this, and there are 
signs'of a new political configura- 
tion, centred in the “Bama” group, 
readying for entry into the electoral 


arena under the Dayan standard. 
The archetype of the loner in a 
political culture ■— at least until 
now — dominated by organized 
movements, Dayan now re- 
emergea in the twilight of his 
career to face a public to which the 
loners are a force that could tilt the 
scales of power. 

The changing political style could 
be well suited to Dayan, both to hia 
virtues and. his vices. The vezy 
qualities that set him apart to both 
major political camps could be Just 
what the "undecideds” are 
prepared to decide on. He could 
prove to be the ideological leader of 

th© •trT'r-miuctf, 


Judea with Israel. Dayan won that 
battle without ever reklly answer- 
ing Sapir's objections as to what 
would happen to larael toteznally, 
pgrtleularly to Us Jewish 
character. 


More recently, he has split with 
Premier Menahem Begin and the 
Likud over his proposal for uor 
ilaterai removal of the miZitazy 
government in the West Bank. 
Within the Begin government, 
Dayan lost that battle, bavtog no 
real answer to Begin's objections as 
to what would happen to the Weat 
Bank extrtnaUy, portioularly to Sta 
sovereign character. 


TK' HAS 'SEEN the key to 
Da;- '»'s path in politics to date. In 
the Labour movement, be was the 
leading advocate of the progreaaive 
integration of the Weat Bank to 
Israel, Including the creation of 
Jewish towns near major West 
Bank cities.

SUPPORT OF THE PLO 




To the Editor of The Jrruealem Poet 


Sir, — The interview with Lucy 
Da'widowlch ("Holocaust 
historian” — July ID disclosed a 
warm Jewish personality and, ac- 
cording to the Interviewer, a major 
Holocaust historian. 

But when Mrs. Dawldowleh says 
"You cannot teach children that we 
are alone in the world with our 
backs against the wail. It's not good 
psychology. It's also hlatoriealiy 
wrong. If that were true, we 
wouldn't be here at all,” she's way 
off the mark. For the fact 1s that it 
is thie. We have been singularly 
alone throughout our mlllennlalong 
past, and for one basic reason. The 
reason was expressed in a 
Midraahic comment on the Tora 
portion of the week read on the 
Shabbat folloiringpublicatlon of the 
interview. Moses is quoted as say- 
tog tothe Almighty: "Were we to be 
numbered amongst the uneircum* 
cised. the idolatrous, or those who 
flout Your commandments, they 
(the other nations) would not hate 
us. R is only owing to our obser- 
\'ance of the Tora and its com- 
mandments that they persecute 
us." 

Philo, a man at home in the 
Greek philosophicai and literary 
world, summed up the Jewish con- 
dition of hia day, some 2000 years 
ago, in the words, "we are 
orphans” — a- reference to the 


Jew's sense of laolktion among the 
nations. Balaam, too, spoke of. a 
"nation that dwells alone.” And the 
rabbis put It in their wonderfully 
pith^ way when they said of 
Abraham that he "was on the one 
side and ail the nations on the 
other.” 

Nor was this comment indicative 
of a persecution complex. Rather it 
must be construed as a matter-of- 
fact comment on the realities of 
Jewish existence. And. recognlztog 
this, our Sages and their 
these past SOOO years could remain 
at peace r.'Uh themselves and 
attempt to adjust as best they 
might to a largely Inimical environ- 
ment until the ultimate redemption 
of the Jew and all mankind. They 
die not delude tbemselvea and 
accepted their state of aloneneH to 
R hostile world as ao inevitable con- 
comitant to their Intense adherence 
to their way of life.
